‘THe Municipal Budget is pro- 
pably in the hands of most rate- 
‘payers by now and its principal 
features are easily grasped. The 
‘general verdict on it may be, 
perhaps, “Not too pleasant but 
might have been. worse.” For 
the fixst time possibly in history, 
certainly for very many year: 
the surplus on the ‘Ordinary| 
Budget, estimated a year ago at 

‘over three lakhs, has disappe 
ed and there is actually a deficit 
of Tis, 18,300. Rates must go 
up and Jand tax and all the chief 
Mepartments show a considerable 
Increase in expenditure. ‘Thus 
‘the police force has to be aug- 
Jmented by fifty foreigners and 
with additional payment to the 
Sikh, Japanese and Chinese bran-| 
ches, the estimated increase 
is. 863,640. On the whole this 
‘appears’ less than might have 
been expected, and certainly no| 
‘one grudges money on our police 
force. ‘The Voluntecr Corps 
‘estimate shows an increase of 
‘only Tis, 4,900, although under 
*unitorms” provision is made for 
Mhree hundred new recruits. 
he total estimate is Tis. 151,750 
which is not high for our most} 
capable, VC. The Health| 
Department esils ‘for Tis. 107,- 
B10 moro than last year, in 
which “general administration 
‘exponses” account for Ts. 56,- 
120; and the Public Works De- 
tment, asks for ls, 2,848,240, 
La is ‘Tis, 287,460 more than 

t year. Upkeep of buildings, 
House refuse disposal and cost 
‘of Jabour accounts for this. ‘The 
Educational Department wants 
fn. additional Tis, 16,790, easil 
explained by the continual pre 
sure of applicants for admission 
fo most if not all schools. The 
Finance Department shows an 
increase of Tis. 18,050 “for nor- 
mal increases of pay.” General 
Charges st Tis. 508,970, are ii 
creased by Tis. 247,760; of this 
more presently, The loan -re- 
quirements are ‘Tis. 2,100,000 as 
‘Against Tis. 5,000,000 last year. 
(Undoubtedly this ‘amount might) 
‘have been considerably higher, 
though even what it is desired to 
Dorrow must be a matter of 
anxiety in these troubled and 
nneertain days. 

The page devoted to “extra- 
ordinary expenditure” contains: 
plenty of evidence that estimates 
have been cut down as much as 
possible. Thus “a large pro- 
‘gramme of work” (in respect of 
bundings) was drawn up but 
“subsequently eliminated from 
the Budget;” “the programme of 
‘Grainage construction is much 
Dehind requivements;” land pur- 
chase expenditure is less by Tis. 
369,800 than last year: and, “in 
contimiation of the policy’ of! 
exercising the strictest economy, 
many deletions have been made 
from the programme originally 
submitted.” And it would seem 
that ss far as possible expendi- 
Aure has been kept down to un- 
avoidable commitments on works 
already in hand. — Since civil 
war returned to the Shanghai 
(istrict in the autumn of 1924, 
ome six and a half lakhs of 
idaels have been spent on emer- 
Bency measures and no one, it 
‘right be remarked, can say how

Again, the additions to the 
police force mean more land, 
buildings and uniforms besides 
more pay.

[projected for last year but strong 
representations were made pri- 
lvately to the Council on its ad- 
verse effect on business and it 
was dropped.

tration of the place, this is hard~ 
ly the time for experiments. We 
‘should prefer to see a special, 
temporary addition to the rates, 
which could be taken off when 
times improve.

haunts so many men in ‘other 
walks of life. The list of pen- 
sions and gratuities, too, coming 
under “general charges” and 
amounting to Tis. 56,650 more 
than last year, will attract much 
adverse comment: some items 
appear out of all reason. No one

UNDER WHICH FLAG?, 
April 6. 
Just thirty years ago a small 
boy was given a shilling—some 
money then—to go by excursion 
steamer and see the Jubilee 
Naval Review at. Spithead, 
‘Thirty-five miles of ships ai 
Jaccurately spaced as if the lines 
had been laid down with a foot~ 
rule; and among the flags of all 
nations there represented, one 
lof a peculiarly soft yet brilliant 
yellow, bearing upon it a most 
beauteous dragon, ‘That was the 
first occasion of seeing the old 
Imperial flag of China, ‘The last 
Iwas a serene October day in the 
year 1911, when a Saturday 
afternoon's desire for fresh air 
had taken one for a walk to 
Woosung. Already for some 
days the Republican flag had 
been flying in Shanghai, but the 
Dragon still floated his curving 
body and ferocious jaws against 
the blue sky over Woosung 
Forts. Next morning he had 
fled even from this last refuge. 
He made a fortnight’s reappear 
lance in Peking during Chang 
Hsun's famous attempt to put 
back the Ching Emperor on the 
throne, but not, so far as we 
recall,’ in Shanghai, Doubtless, 
however, he might be found in 
many dusty cupboards of Nan- 
king Road, in case some turn of 
ithe political wheel should make 
it advisable to deck the street 
lwith yellow as thickly as it is 
now plastered with red. 
It is poor work criticizing a 
man's flag. Whatever we think 
lof his politics, let us believe that 
his flag means something to him. 
But, esthetically, it must be 
raid that neither the Nationalist 
flag nor, still Jess, the Kuomin- 
{tang is an improvement on their 
predecessors. ‘The Dragon was 
jone of the most beautiful flags 
in the world, glorious in colour, 
exquisite in design and of a most 
accomplished dignity. ‘The five- 
barred Republican, red, yellow, 
blue, white, black, we did not care 
for much when it first appeared 
fvut at least it meant something, 
each colour representing one of 
the five great divisions of the 
Empire. But. there is nothing 
distinctively Chinese in the new 
flags, nothing more suggestive 
lof China than of any country and 
the design, mechanical enough 
in outline, is as alien to the 
Chinese sense of decoration as 
the doctrines which its red 
ground denotes are alien to 
Chinese nature and philosophy. 
Innovation in these things is

at prsent. ‘The amount of cash 
held Uy Shanghai banks amounts at 
‘present to about 140 million tacls| 
in cound figures; these in- 
clude nearly 90 million silver 
dollars (value 65 million taels), 
while the remainder consists 
fof syece taele and bar silver. The 
‘quantity of dollars is barely suft 
‘elent to. serve as a proportionate 
Yeserve for the banknotes in cir. 
culation, though it is probably above| 
the average of what Is thought 
expedieut in quiet times. It is the| 
quantity of tacly which calls for 
comment. Unless silver can be| 
shipped freely to outporte and inte 
the interior of the country, either 
for employment there, or else for 
minting purposes. the ‘silver stocks 
fat Shanghai will remain 
factor vf no mean. importance.

General Chiang Kai-shek was ex- 
pected to go on Thursday afternoon| 
for Nanking.

Attack on the Communist H.Q. 


On Wednesday, General Pei 
Chung-hsi sealed the Central 
Political Bureau, which had 
been established ‘in Chapel by 
order of the Hankow Govern- 
‘ment. This Bureau-exists for the 
Purpose of political activity under 
direct orders of the Central Execu- 


here, and in practice almost every- 
where else in Kuomintang territory, 
an organ of high political authority. 
General Pei not only sealed the pre- 
mises bat arrested some of the im- 
portant people there. The Bureau 
was of course, a C. P. organization, 
as practically every official appoint 
ed by Hankow is now a C. P. ad- 
herent. Its closing is not only an 
interference with political affairs 
which is an infraction of the de- 
cision of the Plenary Conference at 
Hankow but is a direct attack on 
Hankow’s authority. 








Censorship on Hankow Messages

| Pessimism the Keynote: 
Rumoured Plan to 
Retire Temporarily 


Rumour has been rife respecting 
[the retirement of missionaries from 
the China field for a period that| 
is put at anywhere from one to| 
five years. While nothing definite| 
is yet known of official action to! 
this end on the part of any of the| 
several bodies represented here, it] 
is all too evident that recent] 
developments in the situation have 
served utterly to discourage church 
workers and officials alike. 

‘Bishop L, J. Birney, head of the 
Methodist" Episcopal Church 
Mission, said on Thuursday after-| 
noon, in reply to the question of 
the “North.China’s” representative 
as to whether any official action 























was expected yw to re- 
patriating missionaries under his 
control, 

was under advisement at the 


moment, if the Red element succeed- 
fed in getting the upper hand in 
‘China, the retirement of all foreign 
missionaries would follow automati- 
cally. 


Radicals All Anti-Christian 


I am_ firmly convinced,” said 
Bishop Birney, “that the radical 
element of the Kuomintang intend| 
to see to it that foreign mission 
work is made impossible. We have: 
deen able to carry on thus far in 
many places with Chinese in chat 
‘and our Dr. Robert Brown is still 
at Wuhu, But as to our foreign 
workers being able to return to] 
thelr charges in the near future, if) 
indeed ever, is a matter of pure 
conjecture.” 

Bishop Birney's views appear te 
be fully shared by the Rev. G. W. 
Sheppard, Sccretary of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society. No 
is better qualified than he to ex- 
ress an opinion, since he is the 
confidant of the host of refugecs. 
from the numerous Byitish missions. 
Mr. Sheppard informed the inter- 
‘viewer that he had heard some talk 





















































to this end. Mr, Sheppard express- 
cd the view that it was problemati- 
eal whether missionaries would be: 
fable to resume their labours here 
in this generation. He spoke feel- 
ingly of the hardships endured by 
those who have been literally ex- 
tirpated from fields in which they 
hhad hoped to end their life work.

Whatever hope remains vests, upon 
the fact that the masses, the tillers 
fof the soil, have not yet been in- 
fected by Bolshevism; but how long 
these will remain uncontaminated is 
hgain problematical, ‘There would 
‘appear to be only one ray of hope 
for the re-instatement of the mis- 
sionary in. this field, and that is 
the hope of ultimate ‘foreign inter- 
vention.

THE FIGHT AGAINST 
STRIKES 


Important New Measure Intro-| 


duced Into the House of 
Commons 


London, April 4. 

‘The Attorney General to-day 
introduced the Trade Disputes and 
‘Trade Unions Bill in the House of 
Commons, which adopted the first 
reading. 

‘The object of the bill is to amend 
the law relating to trade disputes! 
and trade unions, to regulate the’ 
position of Civil Servants and em- 
ployees of public authorities, in 
Tespect of membership of trade 
unions and similar organizations, 
and to extend Section V of the 
Conspiracy and Protection of Pi 
perty Act of 1875, 

‘The bill atipulates that any strike| 
having any object besides further- 
‘ance of a trade dispute within the 
industry in which the strikers are 
engaged is illegal if designed or 
caleulated to coerce the Government, 
‘or to intimidate a substantial por- 
tion of the community. It lays 
down a penalty of two years’ im- 
Prisonment for instigators or! 
participators. It forbids intimic 
tory picketing and prohibits 
ing of non-strikers’ residences, the 
penalty being a fine of £20 "and 
three months’ imprisonment. 

‘The bill if passed would make it 
illegal henceforth to require a trade| 
unionist’ to contribute to any 
political fund unless he had| 
‘specifically agreed to do so in writ- 
ing, and provides that the political 
funds of trades unions are to be 
Kept separate from the ordinary 
funds, 

Civil servants would be forbidden 
to belong to trade unions which’ 
‘eater for non-Civil Servants or are 
affiliated to an organization or 
federation whose membership is not 


confined to persons employed under 
the Crown” or having political 


objects. 

Finally local and other public 

authorities would be forbidden to 
make employment conditional upon 
membership of a trade union-or in 
any other way in favour of a trade 
‘unionist, 
‘The bill lays down a penalty of 
fine of £10 and three months’ 
jprisonment for a breach of con-| 
tract of service with a loeal public 
authority,
